Floyd  "Jack"  Bowling  served  in  a  number  of  different  capa- 
cities since  he  arrived  on  campus  in  1959.  He  came  to  Ten- 
nessee Wesleyan  College  as  dean  of  student's  and  mathemat- 
ics teacher.  He  was  instrumental  in  the  organization  of  the 
Dean's  Office,  which  was  new,  and  the  Department  of  Math- 
ematics. After  31  years  of  influencing  students  and  working 
for  TWC,  Jack  Bowling  has  retired. 

Bowling's  history  at  TWC  is  rich.  In  1971,  he  resigned  as 
Dean  of  Students  to  teach  full-time  and  chair  the  depart- 
ment. In  1976,  Bowling  reached  retirement  age  but  didn't 
retire.  He  continued  to  teach  part-time  and  serve  as  director 
of  Continuing  and  Adult  Education  until  1988. 

While  at  TWC,  Bowling  has  also  been  acting  academic  dean. 
He  was  elected  to  the  status  of  emeritus  professor  of  math- 
ematics by  the  TWC  Board  of  Trustees  in  1978. 

Bowling  was  born  in  Elizabethton,  Tennessee  and  graduated 
from  Elizabethton  high  school  in  1930.  He  received  his  un- 


dergraduate degree  at  Lincoln  Memorial  University  in  1934. 
He  earned  his  Master's  Degree  in  Science  at  the  State  Uni- 
versity of  Iowa  in  1938  and  his  doctorate  from  the  University 
of  Tennessee  in  1953.  He  was  voted  the  Honorary  Doctor  of 
Science  degree  from  Tennessee  Wesleyan  College  in  1956  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees. 


Bowling  began  his  distinguished  teaching  career  at  Powell 
Valley  High  School  in  Claiborne  County  in  1934.  From 
Powell  Valley  High  School,  Bowling  went  to  Lincoln  Memo- 
rial University  in  1937  where  he  remained  until  1959. 


Bowling  has  been  honored  through  out  his  career  with  nu- 
merous distinguished  honors.  The  students  of  Tennessee 
Wesleyan  College  wished  to  honor  Dr.  Bowling  with  the 
dedication  of  this  annual  in  his  honor  for  his  commitment  to 
young  people  and  their  education.  This  is  our  way  of  saying 
thank  you. 
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The  years  of  hard  work  and  studying 
all  came  to  an  end  May  5,  1990  for  a 
number  of  Tennessee  Wesleyan  stu- 
dents as  they  walked  down  to  accept 
their  respected  degrees. 


This  was  not  only  a  time  to  accept  the 
rewards  for  years  of  hard  work,  but 
also  a  time  for  many  to  say  good-bye 
to  fellow  classmates.  But  it  is  through 
all  this  we  can  see  the  colors  on  the 
wheel  —  the  colors  of  our  memories. 
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Graduation  was  also  a  time  to  present  distinguished  students  and 
community  members  with  awards  for  achievements.  The  much  covet- 
ed Townsend  Award  goes  to  a  senior  male  and  female  who  are  chosen 
by  the  faculty  as  the  most  representative  students  of  the  college  —  this 
year  the  awards  went  to  Barry  Beeler  and  Becky  Myatt.  The  Sliger's 
Jewelers  Awards  and  the  Athens  Area  Chamber  of  Commerce  Award 
go  to  the  students  who  exhibit  the  highest  academic  average  —  this 
year  the  awards  went  to  Melanie  Taylor  and  Sixtu  Su  and  Melanie 
Taylor  and  Dewey  Esquinance,  respectively.  The  Harry  Steadman 
Award  went  to  Rachel  Cochran.  The  school  also  presented  three 
honorary  degrees  which  were  bestowed  upon  (picture  left)  Fred  Cur- 
tis Allen  ( Doctor  of  Public  Service),  Bishop  Clay  F.  Lee  Jr.  (Doctor  of 
Letters),  and  Alice  W.  Lockmiller  (Doctor  of  Humanities).
